ing1 of the third day of the miners' 
strike finds no change in "Wyomirig val- 


ley. 


All the c'ollieries are idle. 
A big demonstration of miners at 


Pittston last night strengthened the 
lines of the strikers in that town. 


Everything was closed down this 


morning. 


The operators report none of their 


colieries in operation. The operators of 
this section will not take kindly to the 
arbitration idea. 


Superintendent Lathrop of the Le- 


high valley company says: "It is im- 
practicable, impossible. A great cor- 
poration having million^ 
of 
dollars 


Worth of property could not place its 
interests in the hands of outsiders who 
know nothing about the property nor 
the manner of conducting business. 
They might arbitrate to the ruinatiori 
of the company's interests. There is 
too much at stake; too many details 
of the business which a board of arbi- 
trators would know nothing about, to 
make •arbitration possible." 


Mr. Lathrop voices the sentiments of 


all the Operators, and this fact being 
known leads1 the business community to 
believe the struggle betweenthe op- 


; posing forces will be long and bitter. 


Some miners seem to realize the situa- 
tion, too, and rather than spend a 
long period of idleness are going to 
other parts of the country for work. 


The agerits of the western railroads 


in this city say the best miners are 
going to Illinois, New Mexico, Arizona 
and Washington. 


Shamokin, Pa., Sept. 19—One thou- 


sand more miners and the five collieries 
of the Union Pa., Reading coal and 
iron companies ceased work at Mount 
Carmel this morn'ing. 


This makes the tie-up In the Sham- 


okin region complete. 


Except a few miners mobbed by 


Hungarians, everything is quiet. 


Scranton, Pa., Sept. 19—The third day 


of the miners' strike finds everything 
in this district shut down. 


Within a few days must come the 


stoppage of street railway travel, the 
shutting down' of the electric light ser- 
vice and possibly the closing of the 
schools- for lack of coal. 


The tie-up of the mines caused the 


laying off of every coal train crew in 
this region. 


The Erie railroads are almost at a 


standstill.

Hazleton, Pa., Sppt. 19.—The second 


day of the anthracite coal strike has 
failed to bring forth anything that would 
lead to the coming together of the coal 
operators and the striking mine work- 
ers. 
Neither side has approached tha 


other, and as far as can be learned thera 
Is no such move contemplated by either 
the operators or their employes. Unlesa 
there is a break in the ranks of either It 
seems that a third party will have to stap 
Into the breach and try to bring the two 
forces together. 


President Mitchell, In hie statement on 


the situation throughout the entire an- 
thracite region, estimates that about 
6000 additional mine workers laid down 
their tools Tuesday, making a total of 
118,000 mine workers idle. 


Although a majority of the operators 


and mine superintendents give no figures 
they insist that they are holding their 
own.A cloud appears on the otherwise 
peaceful horizon m the shape of a report 
from Harrisburg that a bitter feeling Is 
developing between the union and non- 
union men in the Lykens district, in- 
| volving about 2500 mine workers. 


A concession was voluntarily granted 


the 5000 employes of the Lehigh Coal and 
Navigation company in the region west 
of Mauch Chunk, who will hereafter 
work 10 hours a day with a consequent 
increase in earnings. These men were 
unorganized and had not presented any 
grievances. 


True to its declaration made before th« 


strike was ordered the Philadelphia and 
Reading company brought it» mules to 
the surface in two mines near Shamokin 
that had been closed by th« strike, and 
announced that they were permanently 
abandoned. This action makes it neces- 
sary for the miners who formerly worked 
In these collieries to seek work else- 
where.

"Washington, Sept. 19—Minister Wu 


called at the state department early, 
greatly interested in German's nbte 
akking the combined action to demand 
that those responsible for the trouble 
in China be punished, as indespensible 
to the preliminary to peace. 


Mr. Wu says the step is unfortunate. 


He says the condition is impossible. 


He is anxious that Germany recon- 


sider her proposal. 


The general impression here is that 


the German note c* yesterday de- 
manding p'unishment of the Chinese 
officiali: responsible for the outrages 
upon Jie foreigners as a condition 
precedent to peace negotiations, has 
brought the Chinese trouble to an 
acute crisis as far as the United. States 
government-ie concerned. 
This conclusion is based up'on the be- 
lief irJ official circles that the Chinese 
government cannot accept the German 
proposition, so it is now for the United 
States government to either withdraw 
its forces from China immediately, or 
join GermarJy and England and possi- 
bly some other allied ptowers in a 
prolonged war with China. 


Baron Von Sternberg, the German 


charge, just returned to Washington, 
called early In theflfstate department 
today to talk with Mr. Adee, second 
assistant secretary of state, in ex- 
planktion. of p'oints in the 
German 


note. 
Mr. Wu, the C'ainese- minister pre- 


ceeded him, showing1 visible signs of 
nervousness and disquiet over the last 
move. 
Mr. Adee made an appointment for 


him with Dr. Hill, who having re- 
covered from his indisposition, is again 
acting-secretary of state. 


Theri Mr. Adee repaired to the white 


house to convey to the president the 
substance of the conversations with the 
two diplomatis to assist in considera- 
tion of the German note. 


He refused to discuss the latter pub- 


licly in any phase. 


Attention is directed in some auar- 


ters to the fact that in the very beginl- 
ning, in the note of July 3 Mr. Hay 
notified the Chinese government that 
he expected the guilty parties in con- 
necti'on with the outrages —ould ba 
punished. However, thie demand was 
not. made a condition precedent to ne- 
gotiations. 
iNow the belief is growing that If the 


"United States government is forced to 
a speedy decision as to the German 
proposition, it may resort to direct 
negotiations with the Chinese govern- 
ment, and having settled scores with 
that government, withdraw from China 
giving notice to the allied powers 
there that an arrangement had been 
made in order that the arrangement 
should remain in full force unaffected 
by any settlement the allies may make 
thereafter as to China. 


The text of the German note is as 


follows:

Pather Said to Have Been Convicted ot 
Murder Through a Conspiracy, Unjust- 


ly Sentenced to a Life Imprisonment

Charles S. Barker, to whom tbe al- 


leged statement was mn.de by Stain, 
*ays that this cenfesslon by Ch*r!es 
.Stain reveals the entire plot, and Impli- 
cate* persona, the mention of whose 
»am«B, Mr. Barker adds, will cause a 
,»reat stir. A little over a fortnight ago 
,'mn interview with Mr. Barker tra* pub- 
J-Jished, In which he said that he had once 
! keen employed by David L.. Stain (father 
I ef Chartes) to defend two of Ms pals, 
;'John, F. Hardy and William Bell, who 
;.were charged wlthi-ofcbing a railway sta- 
'tlon at Needham, Masi. 
Mr. Barker 


•was then practising law at the Suffolk 
••jsounty (Mass.) bar, and David L. Stain 
•.•was a resident ofMedford, Mass. In the 
-.published Interview, Mr. Barker intl- 
'anated that ha had In his possession 
••sufficient evidence to prove that David 
-£k Stain could have had no connection 
-TWith the Baron tragedy. 


Mr. Barker's *tory-wa» read by Charles 


JBtain, who for tha past two years has 
"»een engaged in the-manufacture of bir- 
messes at Canaan, N. H., under the name 
»£ George Clark. Charlw Stain arrived 
8n this city Monday night, and for six 
fcours previous to his departure Tuesday 
(was closeted with Mr. Barker. The lat- 
ter, although he refused to divulge any- 
thing of the conversation with Stain, 
Stated that no one, after hearing the 
TPrtory, can longer believe that the elder 
'Stain is guilty of the crime with which 
fce was charged and convicted, on evi- 
Jdence furnished by hi» son and John F. 
.Eardy. and for which he is now serving 
» life sentence. 
Mr. Barker further 


stated that within the next 30 days ac- 
tion will be taken by the proper authori- 
ties, with the view of securing the pardon 
Bf Stain, but he refused to reveal fur- 
ther facts at this time, for the reason 
that such action, might prove detrimental 
"to the interests of the convicted man. 


"The conspiracy or plot by which Da- 


.irid L. Stain was brought Into the toils 
«jnd convicted," says Mr. Barker, "was 
tone of the most eunningly devised and 
diabolical conceivable. 
I have always 


maintained the innocence of David L. 
Etain, and while I deem the facts al- 
ready in ray possession conducive, the 
confession made to me by Charles Stain 
throws everything else in the shade. He 
told me he had long desired to right this 
wrong, and new that the statutory limi- 
tations on forjery have expired, he was 
determined on righting the matter. 


"On reading my recent statement, the 


matter had prayed on his mind more than 
ever. 
He admitted the truth of the 


EUUement made by me with regard to 
himself and Hardy, and remembered m« 
•when I was practising attorney In Mas- 
sachusetts. 
Finally he had consulted a 


Canaan mannanwd run-ier, and by him 
had been advised to come to me and 
made a clean breast of the matter in 
clearing his father and securing bis par- 
Bon from prison."

Ashes they are those prepared by 
recipes used in New England years ago. 
Oon«ult tho»e authorities and you TV ill 
find the use of g-mger one of the ino^t 
common, but of about one hundred of 
these old time recipes that have come 
under my observation I have selected 
the following: I know to be excellent and 
append them with some hints for their 
use. 


If In making glns>er bread the dough 


Tjeoomea tco stiff before It Is rolled out, 
**t it betara the fire. Snaps will not be 
erisp If made on a rainy day. Ginger 
tread and calces rsp.uire a moderate 
oven, snaps a quick one. If cookies or 
snaps become moist In keeping put them 
into the oven for a. f e-w minutes. Always 
use molasses, never syrups. Soda is 
used to act on the "spirit" of the mo- 
lasses. In making1 the old fashioned, 
eoft, square cakes of ginger bread put a 
portion of the dough on a well-floured 
tin sheet, roll evenly to each side, trim 
.off evenly around the edges, and mark 
off In squares with a floured knife or 
Wheel cutter. In this way the dough may 
be softer than when it is necessary to 
pick up to re-mov* from board after 
rolling and cutting. Always have the 
•board well co-urea with flour before roll- 
Ing all kinds of soft ginger breads, as 
they are liable to stick and should al- 
•ways be mixed as soft as they can 
bandied. 
PEACH prra, 


Line a. pie plate with pufl paste, 


With pared peaches cut in halves 
Quarters, well cover -with sugar, put on 
upper orust and bake; or make as abova 
•without upper crust, bake until cone, re- 
move from the oven, and cove • with a 
sneringue made with the whites of two 
eggs beaten to a. stiff froth xrith two 
itablespoonfttls powiiered augrr; return 
to the oven and brown sligh* y.

OYSTER CANAPES.

In a saucepan with, a teacpoonful ot 
cracker duat, or finely grated bread 
orumba, a lump ot butter the size ot a 
walnut, and- one-hall a teaspoonful of, 
thick cream. Season with salt and 
pepper, stir the mixture over the fire and 
let it dimmer a few minutes. Cat some 
slices of bread about one-fourth thick, 
butter them and put them on a hot dish. 
Four over the mixture'and serve at once. 


PUMPKIN PIE. 


Stew pumpkin (cut into small pieces 


hud pared) in a half pint of water, and 
when soft mash with potato masher very 
fine, let the water dry away, watching 
closely to prevent burning or scorching. 
For each pie take one well beaten eggr, 
lhalf a cup of sugar, two tablespoonfulfl 
pumpkin, haK a pint rich milk, and a 
kittle salt; stfc- -well together and season 
iwith cinnamon or nutmeg.

BRAISED LEG OF MUTTON. 


In addition to one small leg of mutton 


should be provided four carrots, three 
onions, a bunch of savory herbs, a 1 
bunch of i>fcrsley, seasoning to taste of . 
pepper and salt, a tew slices of bacon, a 
few ve*l trimming* and half a pint of ' 
gravy or water. Line the bottom of a 
braising pan with a few slices of bacon; 
put in the carrots, onione, herbs, parsley 
and seasoning and over these place tha 
meat. Cover the whole with more bacon 
and the veal, pour in the gravy and stew 
very gently for four hours. Strain the 
gravy, reduce it to a glaze over a sharp 
fire, glazing the mutton with it. Send 
to the table on a dish of white haricot 
beans, boiled tender, or in a plate gar- 
nished with glazed onions. 


CUSTAUDS. 


The juice of ten large oranges, a tea- 


cupful of sif tedjsugar, the yolks of twelve 
eggs and a pint of cream ara needed. 
Sweeten the orange juice with the sugar 
and set It over the fire. Stir constantly 
till hot; then ekim carefully and set 
aside to cool. When nearly cold add the 
eggs beaten very light and the cream. 
Pour into cups and serve cold. If de- 
sired the whites of the eggs, beaten stiff, 
with a tea-cupful of pounded sn^ar, may 
be used, a heaped tablespoonf ul on tba 
top of each oup of custard. 


BAKED MUSHROOMS. 


For this mode of cooking the mush- 


room flaps are better than the button, 
and should not be too large. Cut off a 
portion of stalk, peel the top, and put 
them at once into a tin baking: dish, with 
a very small piece -of butter placed on 
each mushroom. 
Sprinkle over alittla 


pepper and let them bake about twenty 
minutes. 
H<ave ready a very hot dish, 


pile the mushrooms high In the center, 
pour Ui* Brs.vy round and send them to 
the, table quickly on very hot platea. 


POTATOES. 


Take eight to ten medium-sized po- 


tatoes, three ounces of butter, two ta"ble- 
spoonfuls of flour, half a pint of broth 
and two tablespocmtuls of vin«gar. Put 
the butter and flour in a stew pan and 
stir over the fire until the butter is of a 
nice bTOwn color. Then add the broth 
and vinegar. Peel and cut the potatoes 
into long, thin slice*, lay them in the 
gravy and let th«m simmer gently until 
tendar, wHich will-be in from ten to fif- 
teen mtautw. Serve very hot. 


MARROW. 


Peel the marrows and cook them tn 


boiling salted water until quite tender.

the war god Mari. 


Legend relates that the Grecian aina- 


Bons, having emancipated themselves 
from masculine rule, formed an independ- 
ent colony on the northeast roust of the 
Black sea. Their orgiinix.ntii/n was pure- 
ly military, and daily drill was practiced. 
They becamu Mooch .vjirnors without 
losing any of their1 feminine qualities ot 
diplomacy and guile. Early in their his- 
tory they were overcome and borne off 
by a superior force of Grecians. The wo- 
men affected whjeetiou nnd docility and 
were permitted tho freedom of the ships.

! war against Greece.

In the early part of the eighteenth cen- 


tury the k-ing of Dahomey found his king- 
dom almost depleted of fighting men, and, 
being a man of resource, he resolved to 
see what training and discipline would 


1 do for the superfluous women of the 
1 country—women of muscle and endurance 
I and undoubted bravery. 
i 
In 1728 the first women regiments were 


! formed. Their duties at first were more 
1 or less menial, but in time they developed 


such superior fighting qualities that they 
became the flower of the Dahomeyan ar- 
my. Every three years the young girls 


i were required to appear before royalty,

THE SHdOTIHG SEASON. 


Perils of Hunter* and How to 


ArcHd 


SOME 
DIBEOTIOKS. 


C«rr«et W*jr of HoldlBK » Own 1» 


Cllatklav Fence*—Dimvem to Be 
Guarded A(ain*t — Prec»wtlo»» to 
Be Oh»erved In Boata «»d W«*»»» 
and Wooded Coamtrr. 
With the coming of the game season, 


which opens in moat of the states In 
September and October, the newspa- 
pers regularly begin the chronicle of 
accidents from firearms. These acci- 
dents are as recurrent and as frequent- 
ly fatal as tbe drowning catastrophes 
of. the swimming and boating season. 


Tbe testimony of the Maine and Adi- 


rondack guides and, in fact, of nearly 
every man -who has had a long experi- 
ence in dealing with amateur hunters 
is that 90 out of every 100 accidents 
are dne either to ignorance or to care- 
lessness, says the New York Herald. 
Guns are left standing loaded in ex- 
ppsed places-, are drawn muzzle fore- 
most through brash fences, are loaded 
carelessly into wagons or are thrown, 
regardless of quick acting locks, into 
the bottoms of boats. Considering the 
extent to -which even those of consid- 
erable experience are guilty of these 
indiscretions, it is surprising that there 
are not more fatal accidents to be re- 
corded in the course of a season rather 
than that there are so many. 


With the up to date hammerless gun, 


equipped with the safety lock* there is 
not much danger to the hunter in or- 
dinary handling, but even sunn weap- 
ons ihe cautious or experienced hunts- 
man will not leave standing or lying 
about his camp unless the charges 
have been drawn. The majority of 
amateur hunters, however, are not 
provided with such weapons, and in 
using the old fashioned shotgun or ri- 
fle the only safe rule is to exercise the 
greatest possible caution. 


In the pursuit of the game birds, 


which afford the greatest amount of 
sport to hunters in the eastern and 
southern states, frequent climbing of 
fences is necessary. These fences are 
of all kiads and patterns, from the 
primitive brush or rail structure to the 
trimly built dividing line of boards of 
wire. One of the most frequent causes 
of accidents is the careless holding or 
handling of guns in getting over or 
.through, one of these fences. 
Many 


cases have been recorded -where un- 
thinking men have climbed a fenee and 
then pulled their guns through after I 
them. In such cases there is always 
danger of the hammer or trigger catch- 
Ing on some protruding twig or point, 
with the result that the hunter him- 
self or anybody who happens to be 
in the vicinity is likely to receive the 
full effect of the gun's discharge. 


Another method to be avoided in 


fence climbing is that of holding the 
gun down on a level with the knees. 
In this casse, if the man slips and 
pitches forward, thje guu is likely to be 
fired into his body. The only correct 
way of holding the ordinary gun in 
climbing a fence is with the weapon 
across the shoulder, stock foremost 
and hammer turned downward. 
In 


this case there is very little likelihood 
of any damage being done, e\en 
though tbe gun be accidentally dis- 
charged. 


In setting out of or into a boat or 


wagon the gun should nei er be drawn 
out by tlia barrel, as there is always a 
chance of it catering on some obstruc- 
tion and bamg fired. Nor should a 
loaded gnn be thrown down across the 
thwarts of a boat or into the bottom 
of a wagon, for the same reason. In 
handing a gun to another person it 
Bhould be held well ent from the body, 
•with the muzzle pointing upward, so 
that rf discharged its contents will go 
Into the air. 
Whenever possible tbe 


charge should be withdrawn from a 
gun before it is carried about in either 
a boat or a wagon, and always on lay- 
ing the weapon aside after a day's 
hunting it should be unloaded. 


Where a party of men are hunting to- 


gether In a wooded country special care 
should be taken to know the where- 
abouts of the other members of the 
party before discharging a weapon in 
any direction. In walking th.ro.ugh a 
forest trail the gnn should be held with 
the muzzle pointing up and the lock 
held close to the shoulder, where there 
is no likelihood of its catching on pro- 
jecting twigs or branches. Finally and 
most important of all is the rule which 
every experienced hunter indorses, nev- 
er, intentionally or unintentionally, 
point the muzzle of a gun at any per- 
BOD. 


In the reading these directions seem 


•o simple as to bo hardly worth expres- 
sion, but in practice they are entirely 
disregarded by a great many men who 
ought to know better. One noed only 
read thf reports of accidents which »re 
certain tu be published in the newspa- 
pers every day from new to the end of 
the hunting season to be convinced of 
this. 
Every region where moose or 


rtppr nr<» hiin+rr) hn« n hntf rlorpn sto- 
ries of men -^bo have been killed by 
mistake for game, and every man who 
has had much experience In still hunt- 
ing knows how onsy it is to mistake a 
human being for a deer in the distance 
and in the uncertain light of the for#st 
undergrowth.

PEARLS IN RIVER MUSSELS. 


Tint Price Lose Flahevman Picked 


Up -Worth Sixty Dollars. 


There was a rush of pearl seekers to 


Boonton, N. J., the other day owing to 
the recent discovery ef a bed of pearl 
bearing mussels in the Whippany river 
one mile from Boonton. 


Tbe pearl bearing mussels were 


found in the stretch of the turbulent 
stream which flows east from the 
white bridge on the Mount Freedom 
road. A few days ago Augustus Wright 
was fishing the stream for perch and 
whHe wading slowly along came upon 
a bank of black clay about 100 yards 
In extent. The clay was sticky, and 
while Wright was plowing through it 
he noticed several shells sticking out 
of the dark mud. 


Stooping down, be examined the 


Bliells and found them to be a species 
of mussel. Breaking open the one first 
picked up, to his intense surprise be 
Baw a flawless pearl more than half 
the size of a pea. He -was BO excited 
at his find that he Immediately rushed 
Into the vlilage of Boonton and dis- 
played his treasure to a jeweler, who 
gave his opinion that the pearl was of 
much value, but would not put a price 
on It advising Wright to take it to 
Newark. This he did and received $60 
for his find. 


He at once returned to Coonton, de- 


termined to stake out the whole pearl 
claim on the Whippany river before 
any one else learned of his good luck 
and reap a harvest, but Mr. Shippen, 
the Jeweler he consulted, had been 
talking about the discovery of Wright, 
and William Mitchell, Fred and John 
Bherrette and Shippen at once went to 
work on the mussel bank. 


In two hours they found 30 pearls 


which, based on the price that Wright 
got for his one, ranged in value from 
$30 to $150 each. The most valuable 
one was a hu?e, flawless black pearl

Before the search- 


ers had been nt work long a crowd of 
villagers gathered en the bank of the 
stream, and- tie owners of the land on 
each side of the river came do-sen and 
ordered Wright and his party to stop 
searching

W-righl and his friends refused to do. 


Late the other afternoon the pearl 


Beekers left for Newark to dispose of 
what they found, while the mud bank 
In the river is being examined thor- 
oughly by crowds of villagers.

Democratic Party MmlcM Xo "War on Hon- 


estly Acquired Wealth. 


The Democratic party makes no -war 


upon honestly acquired wealth; neither 
does it seek to embarrass corporations 
engaged in legitimate business, but it 
d&es protest against corporations en- 
tering politics, and attempting to as- 
sume control of the instrumentalities 
of government. A corporation is not 
organized for political purposes, and 
should he compelled to confine itself 
to the business described iu Its char- 
ter. 
Honest corporations, engaged in 


an honest business, will find it to 
their advantage to aid in the enact- 
ment of such legislation as will pro- 
tect them from the undeserved odium 
•which will he brought upon them by 
those corporations which enter the po- 
litical arena. 


The Republican party has persist- 


ently refused to comply -with the ur- 
gent request of tho interstate com- 
merce commission, for such an en- 
largement of the scope of the inter- 
state commerce law as -will enable tho 
commission to realize the 
hopes 


aroused by its creation. The Demo- 
cratic party is pledged to legislation 
•which will empower the commission 
to protect Individuals and communi- 
ties from discrimination, and the puh- 
lic at large from unjust and unfair 
transportation rates. 


THK FINANCIAL FLANK. 


Demand Contained in tlie Cnlcaeo Plat- 


form Reiterated. 


The platform reiterates the demand 


contained in the Chicago platform for 
an American financial system made 
by the American people for them- 
selves. The purpose of such a system 
Is to restore and maintain a bimetallic 
level of prices, and Ib. order that there 
may be no uncertainty as to the meth- 
od of restoring "Simetalllsm, the specif- 
ic declaration in favor of free and un- 
limited coinage at the existing ratio 
of 16 to 1. 'nicpendent of the action 
of other tatlons, is repeated. In 1896 
the Republican party recognized the 
necessity for bimetallism by pledging 
the party to an earnest effort to se- 
cure an International agreement for 
the free coinage of silver, and the 
president Immediately after his in- 
auguration, by authority of congress, 
appointed a commission composed of 
distinguished citizens to visit Europe 
and solicit foreign aid. Secretary Hay, 
In a letter -written to Lora Aldenham 
In November, 1898, and afterwards 
published in England, declared that at 
that tima the president and a majority 
of his cabinet still believed in the great 
desirability of an international agree- 
ment for the restoration of the double 
standard, hut that It did not eeern 
opportune to reopen thte negotiations 
Just then. The financial law enacted 
less than a year ago contains a con- 
eluding section declaring that the 
measure was not Intended to stand in 
the way of the restoration ot bimetal- 
Ham, whenever It could be done by 
co-operation -with other nations. The 
platform submitted to the last Repub- 
lican convention -with the Indorsement 
of the administration again suggested 
the possibility of securing foreign aid 
In restoring silver. 


Now the Republican, party, for the 


first time, openly abandons its ad- 
vocacy of the double standard, and In- 
dorse* the monetary system -which It 
has so often and so emphatically con- 
demned. The Democratic partj-, on ths 
contrary, remains the steadfaat advo- 
cate of the gold and silver coinage of 
the constitution, and 1§ not willing 
that other nations shall determine for 
us tie time and m«uner of restoring 
silver to Its ancient place as a stand- 
ard money. The ratio of 16 to 1 Is 
not only the ratio now existing be- 
tween all the gold and silver dollars Ia 
circulation in ihi> couultj, & ratio 
which ev»i the Republican adminis- 
tration haa not attempted to change, 
but It Is the only ratio advocated by 
those who are seeking to re-«pen tht 
mints. Whether the senate, now hos- 
tile to bimetallism, can be changed 
during this campafln or the campaign 
of 1002 can only be determined after 
the votes are counted, hut neither the 
present nor th« future political com- 
plexion of congress has prevented or 
should prevent an announcement of 
the party's position upon this subject 
In unequivocal terms.

POPULAR ELECTION OP SENATORS 


Demand Appt-ar. First Time in Dei-no- 


crnilr National r latform. 


The demand 
for a con^titutlonnl 


RmTdmpnt proMi'ltie1 for the election 
of senators by direct vote of the peo- 
ple, 
appears for the first time in a 


Democratic ii.itInnal platform, but a 
resolution proposing «uch an amend- 
ment, has three times passed tbo 
house of representatives, and that, 
too, 
practically without opposition. 


Whatever may have been the reasons 
which secured the adoption of the pres- 
ent plan, a century ago, new condi- 
tions ha^e made it imperative that the 
people he permitted to speak directly 
in theselection of their representatives 
in the spuate. A senator is no less the 
representative of the state because ho 
receives his commission from the peo- 
ple themsehes, rather than from the 
members of the state legislature. 
If 


a voter is competent to vote for a 
member of congress, for state officers 
nnd for president, he is competent to 
choose his rppresentati\o in the sen- 
ate. A system whicn makes the sen- 
ator -osponsible for his election to the 
people, as a whole, inr1 amenable to 
them If he misrepresents them, must 
commend itself to those who have con- 
fidence in the intelligence and patriot- 
ism of the masses. 


The platform indorses the princi- 


ple of direct legislation. This Is al- 
ready applied to the more important 
questions in nation, state and city. It 
rests upon the sound theory that the 
people can be trusted, and that the 
more responsive the government is to 
the will of the people;, the more free 
it will be from misuse and abuse.

The purpose of the injunc- 
j tion in such cases is to substitute trial 
, by judge for trial by jury, and is 
a covert blow at the jury system. The 
abolition of government by injunction 
is as necessary for the protectiofa of 
the reputation of the court, as it is for 
the security of the citizen. Blackstone 
m defending trial bj jury, say»: 


"The impartial administration of 


justice, which secures both our per- 
sons and our properties is the great 
end of civil society, but if that be en- 
trusted entirely to the magistracy, a 
select body of men, and those selected 
by the prince such as enjoy the high- 
est offices of the state, their decisions 
in spite of their natural integrity, will 
have frequently an involuntary bias 
toward those of their own rank, and 
dignity. It is not to be expected from 
human nature that the *»w would he 
always attentive to the interests and 
good of the many." 


If the criminal laws are not sufficient 


for the protection of property, they 
can be made more severe, but a citl- 


' zen charged with crime must have his 
case trlfed before a jury of his peers. 


, 
The blacklist aa DOW employed in 


some places enab'ps the employer to 
plane the employe under practical du- 
i-ess, for the skilled laborer loses his 
independence when the employers can 
not only discharge him, but prevent his 
securing any similar employment. The 
blacklist enables employers to secure, 
by mutual agreement, that control 
over rhe wage earners which a private 
monopoly exercitrs without contract.

Far This Month 


Dr. Morse, representing the «fate 


board of health, was in the city yes- 
terday at the request of the local b'oard 
His purpose was to investigate the 
cases of typhoid fever rtow in the city, 
and if possible to determine the causes. 
Since the first of the month there have 
been 22 cases reported to the board, 
two having been reported so far this 
week. 


Dr. Morse has made a thorough in- 


vestigation and gave it as his opinion 
that five of the cases were imported, 
that is, that persons who had been 
away on vacations, received tha germs 
of the disease while away, anld were 
taken sick on their return. 


The most alarming decision that he 


reached was that 10 at the eases were 
from milk, and 19 persons all having 
taken milk from the same man. An 
investigation was made of the source 
of this milk, and it was found that 
there was a case of typhoid in the 
house where the person! lived who did 
the milking and cared for the milk. 


Prompt measures were taken to put 


a stop to this, and the board will see 
that the case of fever is kept isolated, 
and that none of those who v.ho are 
connected with the milk business come 
in contact with it. Dr. Morse did not 
beliyre that there would be any fur- 
ther danger from this source, but the 
local board will follow it closely, to see 
that its orders are regarded. 


The other seven cases did nbt seem 


to come from any special cause that 
could be named, and the local board is 
looking up the matter further. 


Until about a month ago the city 


had been remarkably free from all 
contagious diseases, but since fchen the 
number of typhoid cases has been large 
As it is tha season for this disease, the 
members of the board did not think 
that there was arjfy especial need of 
unusual investigation, but as the dis- 
ease continued to Increase, they de- 
cided to have the matter looked Into 
by an expert.

Up to the 
present time a certain amount of se- 
crecy has been observed concerning the 
details of th» manufacture of the ar- 
ticle, and a desire to obtain secrecy 
was stated by one of the officials of the 
companyyesterday to be the main rea- 
son for the location! of the works at 
Shelburne Falls. It is the theory of 
the inventors that by hermetically 
sealing the coffin, ifo that it la air tight, 
and by placing a sponge soaked in the 
right Mnd of gmn imtide, a body can be 
mummified and preserved for an in- 
deflnkte number of years. The caskets, 
arc made of leaded steel, are covered 
with plu*h, and nicely embroidered, so 
that whon completed they differ but 
little in appeal uncu fnr/i» tin- moat u\ 
pensive of the w*odeu cMltoU.

The contracts are for 


carrying the mail for four years, from 
July 1. 1901, until uJne 30, 1905. 


The post office department jrivos no- 


tice of a new and important rule re- 
garding the contracts for these routes 
which will affect many of the staa-j 
lines in Western Massachusetts.

former years it has made no difference 
where the person bidding resided, an:! 
s.-ime of the 
successful 
contractors 


have lived >n a different part of the 
country. The non-resident succpsiTuI 
bidders have sub-let the contracts to 
persons living in the section covered 
by the mail routes, and in many in- 
stances have 
made a comfortable 


margin by the deal. For instance, the 
contractor for the mail route between 
'WHUamstown and Pittsfleld was a res- 
ident of Missouri, and the man who 
wae the successful bidder for the West- 
field and Granvllle routes hails from 
Kentucky. The contracts were sub-let 
to the present mail carriers. The de- 
partment is evidently not favorable 
to this form of speculation, and in re- 
ceiving the present bids will require 
the bidders to live either on or adja- 
c»nt to the routes.
